MR. hALIMARK 
did have one employment application which was filled out be- 
tween the first and fifteenth of December, 1963. This appli- 
cation was for one FRED KAISER^ JR. who listed his last place 
of employment as the TEXAS SCHOOL BOOK DEPOSITORY • HR. HALL- 
MARK stated that KAISER told him he had quit that job one day 
previous to the assassination of PRESIDENT KENNEDY.
